This ongoing issue affects 
women every day, leaving them 
physically, mentally and emotion- 
ally injured. On average it kills 
three women a day in the US. 

What is this plague upon 
women? It’s been said if it were be- 
tween countries, we’d call it a war. 
If it were an oil spill, we’d call ita 
disaster. If it were a disease, we’d 
all it an epidemic. Yet it is just an 
everyday occurrence. It is violence 
against women. 

More than 1 in 3 women (35.6%) 
in the US. have experienced rape, 
physical violence and/or stalking 
by an intimate partner in their life- 
time, according to a recent Na- 
tional Intimate Partner and Sexual 
Violence survey conducted by Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention (CDC). About 1 in 4 
women (24.3%) have experienced 
severe physical violence by an inti- 
mate partner — hit with a fist or 
something hard, beaten, or 
slammed against something — at 
some point in their lifetime. 

Survivors of this type of vio- 
lence are more likely to experience 
health issues such as chronic pain, 
headaches, difficulty sleeping, poor 
overall physical and mental health, 
asthma, irritable bowel syndrome 
and diabetes. Violence against 
women extends its hand into our 
communities, as well. Domestic vi- 


olence, alone, costs the U.S. econ- 
omy more than $8.3 billion annu- 
ally including medical care, mental 
health services and lost work pro- 
ductivity. Sadly, this violence cre- 
ates a climate of fear and mistrust 
among women causing them to feel 
unsafe in their own homes. 

The Women’s Resource Center of 
Northern Michigan provides im- 
mediate help to survivors of vio- 
lent crimes, ongoing counseling, 
support groups and medical, legal, 
financial and housing advocacy. 
Yet, to eradicate violence against 
women one must acknowledge the 
problem and root cause; support 
survivors of domestic abuse, sex- 
ual assault, child abuse and child 
sexual assault; model healthy and 
respectful relationships; and hold 
perpetrators accountable. Equally 
important, is an awareness of the 
beliefs, attitudes and messages we 
see deeply imbedded in our society 
which sustain a culture of violence 
against women and girls. These 
messages glorify rape, demean 
women, limit equality, perpetuate 
sexism and equate masculinity 
with violence, power and privilege. 
Change the message to change the 
culture. 

Recently, hundreds of local peo- 
ple attended screenings of the doc- 
umentary Miss Representation. 
The film reveals how women and 
girls are consistently and over- 
whelmingly devalued and de- 
meaned in television shows, 
movies, news broadcasts, maga- 
zines, advertising and music. This 
is the result of an industry domi- 
nated by men; 97% of what we 
watch comes from a male perspec- 


tive, yet more than half of the US. 
population is female. These mis- 
representations impact our culture 
and how we view and ultimately 
treat women and girls, while giving 
men and boys a distorted, unrealis- 
tic and sometimes aggressive view 
toward women. 

A mother’s love is the fuel that 
enables a normal human being to 
do the impossible. As we honor 
our mothers during May, and every 
day, let her love for us and our love 
for her help us do the possible. Let 
us understand violence against 
women and girls continues to be 
one of our nation’s greatest health 
epidemics and take steps to eradi- 
cate it. Let us challenge media that 
limits and demeans women, and 
choose to be selective consumers of 
media and the products they pro- 
mote. Together, we can create a cul- 
ture that respects and encourages 
all people—one that would make 
any mom proud.

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Health officials urge everyone to reduce your exposure to rabies 


Public health officials remind 
residents and visitors to reduce 
their exposure to rabies by avoid- 
ing contact with wild animals, es- 
pecially bats. Fortunately, a series 
of anti-rabies shots prevents ra- 
bies from developing in people 
who have been exposed to an in- 
fected animal. However, once a 
person develops signs or symp- 
toms of rabies infection there is 
no treatment and it is always 
fatal. In 2009, a Michigan resident 
unfortunately died from rabies 
that he contracted from a bat ex- 
posure. 

Most bats are not infected with 
rabies; it is estimated that 4 - 6% 
of the bats tested for rabies by 
Michigan Department of Commu- 
nity Health each year had the dis- 
ease. Locally, about one animal 
tests positive for rabies every year 
in the Health Department’s four- 
county service area. Raccoons, 
skunks, and bats are most often 
tested for rabies, and bats are re- 
sponsible for most rabies expo- 
sure. 

“Tf a bat does happen to get in 
your home, it’s important to call 
your Health Department office to 


is considered an exposure to ra- 
bies, even if you haven’t touched 
it.” 

“Make every effort to capture 
the bat in a container and call us 
to have it tested,” he said. “If we 
can test it, we can determine if 
treatment is warranted. Without 
the bat, we have to assume it had 
rabies—and treatment is crucial 
to avoid developing the disease, 
which is fatal without treatment. 
Only one person is on record of 
surviving rabies.” Treatment for 
rabies consists of 5 anti-rabies 
shots over 28 days. 

The best way to prevent rabies 
is to avoid contact with poten- 
tially infected animals. Parents 
should advise children not to pet 
or touch wild animals. Never ap- 
proach or handle any animal that 
looks or acts ill, or behaves 
strangely. In addition, vaccinate 
your pets against rabies. 

The U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) & Prevention rec- 
ommends the following steps to 
avoid exposure to animals in- 
fected with rabies: 

Vaccinate all pet dogs, cats, fer- 
rets, and other animals that have

— even empty bowls attract wild 
animals. 

Keep garbage securely covered. 

Do not keep wild animals as 
pets.
